Files Suit in Equity Asking Accounting 
e Christian Science Trustees. 


Founder of Metaphysical Cult Declared to Be Phys- 
ically and Mentally Infirm—Has “Strange, Irrational — 
_ Notions” Fear of “Inner Ring Conspiracy—Person 
, and Property Seized, Is the Charge. 


ONCORD, (N. H.) March 1.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} George W. Glover 
of Deadwood, S; D., a son of Mrs. 
Marr Baker d. Eddy, head of the 
Christian Science Church, today filed 
in the Superior Court of this county a 
suit in equity demanding an account- 


The ground of the suit is the 
allegation that Mrs. Eddy is too feeble 
in mind and body to longer conduct 
her own financial affairs, and that 
those In charge of them should be re- 
quired to sive an account of their 


stewardship. 


The bill is directed against the 
trustees of the Christian Science 
Church in Boston, and Calvin A. 
Frye, Mrs. Eddy’s secretary, Lewis C. 
Strange, her assistant secretary, and 
Herman 8. Haring, firet reader of the 
church in Concord. 

Besides. demanding an accounting of 
all transactions in connection with 


restitution in case any wrongdoing 
appears, for an injunction during liti- 
gation, against interference with 


a receiver. 
IN MOTHER'S INTEREST.

TEAMER CORONA 
GOES ON ROCKS. 


ONE 1S DROWNED WHILE ‘TRYING 
TO REACH SHORE.

Passengers, Over Hundred in Num- 
ber, Are Safely Brought to Shore 
by Heroic Life Savers—Scenes of 
Wildest Confusion Follow Crash. 
Ship Will Be Total Loss. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
EUREKA. March 1.—The steamer 
Cerona, Capt, Boyd, considered the best 
boat in the Pacific Coast steamship 
service between this city and San Fran- 


on the Humboldt bar, a hopeless wreck. 
The Corona, with nearly one hundred 
pessengers aboard, struck at 16:10 
o'clock this morning, as Capt. Boyd was 
attempting, in the teeth of a stinging 
wind and terrific bar flood, to drive her 
into port. 

The usual scenes attendant upon 
shipwreck: followed. The 
rushed into the social hall. 
the women were hysterical and some 


reassuring words from the crew and 
some of the calmer passengers brought 
calm. Thereafter the passengers as- 


they remained until the rescue work 
was undertaken, this afternoon. 

Soon after the ship struck. a boat, 
fi, charge of Quartermaster Gunn, was 
lowered away. It contained three of 
the crew and three steerage passengers. 
This boat capsized at once, in the 
boiling surf, and H. Erricksen, a Swede, 
was drowned. Gunn and the others 
suceeeded in reaching shore, the life- 
saving crew, under Capt. Hennig, hav- 
ing gone to their assistance. 


Officer B. W. Joenn, was put off. Badly 
battered and leaking like a sieve, this 
boat reached the shore. Meanwhile T. 
F Sothern, night saloon watchman, 
formerly a marine in the United States 
navy, stripped sto the waist and at- 
tempted to c a tine ashore. The 
small line he had tied about his waist 


parted, however, before gone 
for. Sothern was picked up by life 
savers, 

Several attempts were made to shoot 


a line aboard with the Lyle gun, but 
each time the line fell far short. 
Finally it was decided 
Hennig and the life savers to go out 
in the billows, and they made as gal- 
lant a voyage as ever man undertook, 
finally reaching the side of ‘the Corona 
and picking up the line. 

Within a short time after the Corona 
struck, news of the accident was com- 
municated to and several 
thousand went to the beach dur- 
ing the day, opposite the wreck to 
watch the work of rescue: 

Several unsuccessful attempts were 
made to work early in the day, but it 
was not until 4:15 o'clock Capt. 
Hennig and his men worked effective- 
ly. At that time ship boats also com- 
menced working and at 6:46 o'clock 
. Boyd, the last to leave the ship, 
stepped upon the shore; Passengers 
were brought to this city. Nearly all 
had been drenched, and some were 
suffering greatly from the cold, expos- 
ure and nervous shock. All are being 
cared for tonight.

Fete Collision on Sait Lake Road 
Caused by Train Crew Leaving 
Loaded Cars on Main Track—Heavy 
Timbers Badly Mangle Those Who 
dumped—injured Brought Here. 


Carelessness on the part of two con- 
struction train crews of the Sait Lake 
Rallroad was the direct cause of the 

Thursday morning on the Salt 

road near Leith, Nev., in which 
three men were killed and forty-one 
were more or less seriously hurt. A 
night train crew evidently ‘forgot’ 
and left two loaded freight cars on the 
main line, and the day crew did not 
take ordinary common-sense’ precau- 
tions, and permitted their train to go 
around a sharp curve at high speed 
and crash into the standing cars. 

The Salt Lake road was washed out 
last Sunday for a considerable — 
tance at a point about seventy-five 
miles northeast of Las Vegas,

Near the break the track 
makes a sharp curve to go through a 
cut in a hill There was no brakeman 
on top of the freight car. At the end 
of this curve were two loaded box 
cars standing on the track, where they 
had been left by the train crew thac 
had worked on the nivht shift. 

Into these cars the train was rushed 
with but a second’s sight of the cars 
the ‘rushing train. 
Those who saw the cars ahcad jumped 
from the train. but as they jumped 
the train crashed into the two cars 
and the shock of the collision jarred a 
dozen or more men from the train, and

as they fell by the side of the train, 
Those who jumped to the right side 
were hurt but little, for they fell on 
open ground, but those who tumped to 
the left went against the side of the 
cut and were thrown back under the 
falling timbers. 

The dead and injured were placed 
on the cars and the train was hurried 
back to Las Vegas. The dead were 
left there and the injured were rushed 
to this city on a svnecial train. Ser- 
eral physicians came with the train.

Capt. Cressey went on the witness 
stand and émphatically and categori- | 
cally denied that such a thing had 
lever taken place. The persons who tes- 
tified to the incident stated that the 
women's act of frenzy had taken place 
in the presence of Capt. Cressey. 

Consequently someone was tying. 

By order of Judge Wilbur. Mrs. 
Cressey wes afterward examined in 
court chambers, in the presence of the 
attorneys and Hitigants. It is claimed 
that her scalp showed bare and lacer- 
ated places where the hair had been 
torn out. 

Upon this divergence Capt. Cressey's 
story, from’ the apparent fact, is 
based the application for his arrest 
on the perjury charge.

“I Go not take such a gloomy 
view of the situation and prospects of 
this country as some of my rafiroad 
friends do.” These are the words of 
the chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Rock Island-Frisco system, 
uttered in Chicago on his arrival there 
Thursday from New York. | 


Mr. Yoakum, the speaker, undoubt- 
ecly takes the correct view of the sit- 
uation, that “this country is too big 
and too powerful to be ruined.” As 
he says, “it is bound to grow 

and the will grow with it.” 
There are perhaps two reasons for 
the rather gloomy views expressed by 
seme great railroad managers. Possi- 
bly there may be a good deal of sin- 
cerity in their misgivings. Even the 
greatest business men of the country 
ate not always right. It is about seven 
or eight years ago that the late Collis 
F. Huntington, in an interview for The 
Times in Los Angeles, set forth his 
certainly sincere opinion that railroad 
material was too high. He said in ef- 
fect that it was selling for twice the 
cost of production; that such a condi- 
tion was unnatural and could not last 
long; that the railroad which built 
extensively under such conditions 
weuld in a few years find itself handl- 
capped in competing for business with 
a rival road which had cost much less, 
and that these facts being so, the 
Southern Pacific would not extend its 
system a mile nor buy a ton of rails 
that they could go without. 


The history of the intervening seven 
or eight years has failed to confirm Mr. 
Huntington's views. Instead of becom- 
ing cheaper, the vost of constructcing 
railroads has steadily become greater, 
and a mile of road would cost vastly 
more today than when Mr. Huntington 
expressed these opinions. In spite of 
this fact the building of railroads in 
this country has not stopped. Last 
year was the dearest ever known in the 
history of railroad building, but one 
of the most active. Mr. Huntington 
passed away, but while he left his 
millions to his nephew, he did not ve 


Huntington has been spending tens of 
millions of dollars all around Los An- 
geles during these recent years of high 
cost in the construction of railroads. 
As shown a day or two ago in The 
Times, the railroads of the country 
have in seven years since this prophecy 
of C. P. Huntington, ordered over 1,000,- 
000 freight cars and over 31,000 locomo- 
tives in a vain effort to keep the rail- 
road equipment up with the demands 
of business. Today; with this great in- 
crease in equipment in cars aid loco- 
motives, the railroads are less able than 
at any previous time to cope with their 
traffic, though the gross and net earn- 
ings of the roads are much greater 
than they were ever before. While this 
traffic is to be hauled and the profits 
are to be made out of it, the railroad 
managers will certainly not hesitate in 
meeting the business demands of the 
country with afl the energy and skill 
they are capable of. 

There is an obvious reason underlying 
these unhopeful expressions by certain 
of the railroad managers, They are un- 
Aioubtedly for the purpose of influenc- 
ing legislation, deterring the govern- 
ment from probing deeper into the 
management of the roads. But Mr.. 
Yoakum’s outgiving shows a divergence 
between the railroad men themselves, 
and we believe Mr. Yoakum’s prophecy 
will come nearer bejng fulfilled than 
that of Mr. Hill and others who take 
the opposite view. 

The Gould system is at the present 
time being pressed forward to reach the 
Pacific Coast. It is reported at San 
Francisco and Salt Lake that $3 a day 
wages are offered for laboring men to 
build this extension, and enough labor 
cannot be had at that pricé. In no 
event is there likely to be felt any 
very severe depression in business in 
what we know here as the Great South- 
west. The extension of this Gould sys- 
tem of roads to San Francisco will be 
followed immediately by a line to Los 
Angeles. All over the Southwest there 
will Go on à great deal of development 
and business expansion in every way. 

In spite of all obstacles, and they 
have been many and great, the people 
of San Francisco have spent within 
ten months as much as $45,000,000 in the 
rebuilding of the city. A good deal of 
this building has been of a more or less 
permanent character. Into buildings of 
the class A type more than $3,000,000 
has gone; into the class B type some- 
thing over $2,500,000, and about $15,- 
000,000 into the class C type of butfid- 
ing. Of course a good deal of the re- 
construction of San F is of a 
temporary nature. Frame structures 
there to date have cost approximately 
$17,000,000. 


RE THE JAPANESE MONGO. 


LIANS? 

The question whether the Japa- 
nese ruce is to be classed as Mongo- 
lan can hardly be considered. any 
longer as of purely academic interest, 
since it has come into the sphere of 
practical international politics, A ro- 
cent investigator, Dr. N. Gordon Mun 
ro, writing on the Primitive Culture 
of Japan in the Transactions of the 
Asiatic. Society of Japan, comes to the 
conclusion that the Japanese people 
are a mixture of several distinct stocks. 
At the base is the Palasiatic, or Ainu 
race, mixed with Negrito, Mongolian, 
Indianesian and Semitic strains. The 
asistocratic or Yamato type, which has 
had a dominating influence upon art 


the pure Mongolian, and to come close 
to the Iranian or other Semitic type. 

This conclusion makes the theory less 
absurd, that the Japanese are the lost 
ten tribes of Israel, a theory advanced 
with much unection about thirty years 
ago by a forgotten writer. Ic is a pe- 
cullzrity of the Japanese, noted long 
before they came into such close con- 
tact with the white races, to esteem 
whiteness of skin highly, and to ad- 
mire the white-skinned among them- 
selves; the desideratum crops out in 
their ancient writings. Dr. Munro 
would trace it to the race affinities for 
the aristocratic Japanese. If the up- 
per ten show this Semitic strain, at 
least the rank and file of the people 
are strongly Mongolian. A cross strain 
is of Negrito character, probably com- 


southwest. This type appears most 
strongly on the coasts of Kyushu and 
the south. Many of the Japanese peas- 
antry closely resembie the Igorrots 
in the Philippines. 


Japan are by way of Saghalin from 
Siberia to Yezo, by the Tsushima 
Straits into the main island, and by 
the Loochoos from Formosa and the 
Philippines. The dominant race seems 
to have crossed from Korea by way 


the center of the main island, south- 
east of Kyoto. It had to subdue a 
race of strong known as, 
Kumaso, in Kyushu, afterward called 
Hayato. Probably these Kumaso, 
“bear men,” were of the same race as 

Ainu, who worship the bear;. in 
panese paintings they are represented 
as hairy-faced. Dr. Munro thinks that 
the hairiness of the Ainu has been 
much exaggerated; arid that fhis hir- 
sute character is not permanent, but is 
apt to disappear very easily. He re- 
gards it as more than probable that 
the Ainu, a Palasiatic race, were scat - 
tered all over the Japanese islands, 
and were gradually assimilated by 
more powerful and alert invaders. 
Thus, at top and bottom, the Japanese 
are probably not Mongolian; and they 
can well refuse to be definitely classed 
as such.

HE GOLD MOVEMENT. 


The year 1906 is likely to prove 
memorabl@ for the movement of gold 
between the great commercial nations 
of the world, At least, it has made 
a record never reached before. The 
total amount of gold haported into 
the United States during that year 
was $155,579,380, with exvorts of $46,- 
709,158, making a total movement in 
and out of $202,288,538, and leaving lan 
excess of imports over exports of 
$108,870,222. 

For the fiscal year ended June 3,’ 
1904, there was a total movement of 
gold in and out of the country 
amounting to $180,515,354. Of these 
the imports amounted to $99,056,368; 
but the exports that year rose to $81,- 
459,986, leaving an excess of imports 
to the credit of the country of only 
$17,595,382. Comparing this excess of 
imports for that year win the calen- 
dar year just passed, the increased 
money wealth of the country in 1906 
is remarkable. The record in this re- 
spect of excess of imports has never 
been approached, excepting in the fis- 
cal year ended June 30, 1898. In that 
year, the total movement in and out 
of gold was $120,391,674;: end as there 
was exported only $15,406,391, it left an 
excess to our credit of $104,985,283. 
The sources of these imports of gold 
were as follows: From France we got 
$17,198,791, and sent back none of it. 
From Germany our imports ot gold 
were $4,872,860, which was practically 
all that we derived from Germany, the 
sum returned being very small. From 
the United Kingdom we .received $67,- 
008,005, having returned from the total 
imports something lees than $300,000. 
From Canada we received $27,926,768, 
but sent back ta the Dominion $14,586,- 
029, leaving net excess of imports of 
$13,340,739. From the West irdies we re- 
ceived net $4,685,752, which is about 
$750,000 less than our total receipts 
from that quarter. From other coun- 
tries in North America we received 
something over $21,500,000, but ex- 
ported that, and more, too, leaving a 
draft upon us from that source of 
$6,211,062. From South America our 
net income was $1,348,320, the inward 
movement being a little less than 
$5,500,000, and the outward move- 
ment a little less than $4,000,000. 
We exported to Japan $5,345,112, 
and as we received from tat 
source less than $600,000, the orienta! 
empire drew away from us close to 
$5,000,000. From British Australasia 
we imported $11,412,286, all of which 
remained. Small contributions from 
other countries, part of which was re- 
turned, made up the remainder of the 
total excess of imports over exports. 

Of course, this movement of gold set 
for the most part in and out of New 
York, where the imports reached 398. 
000,000, and the exports a little over 
$7,000,000. The movement at all other 
Atiantic points was but little over 
$7,000,000. To Gulf ports tt was leas 
than 31.000, 000. Along the Mexican 
borders we received a little less than 
$5,000,000, but sent @cross those bor- 
ders over $19,000,000, allowing Mexico 
to draw away from us over $14,000,000 
in gold. Puget Sound cities are cred- 
ited with a movement of something 
over $6,500,000, while at San Francisco 
the imports amounted to $15,263,082 
and the exports to $5,371,099. The im- 
ports were mainly from Australasia, 
the rest being mostly from Alaska, 
while the exports were, in the main, to 
Japan. It is interesting to note that 
the largest item of exports recorded 
from the country was into Mexico at 
the border line between the two 
countries. It was due to the placing 
of the Mexican currency upon a gold 
basis. In the amount received from 
Capada, something over $6,500,000 carhe 
from Canadian Alaska.

Turning ‘from the 
romantic features to practical affairs 
he described St. Gaul, which is the 
residence of the United States Consul- 
General, as a city Of 36,000 inhabitants, 
located away up in the Alps, the high- 
est city but one in all Its 
electric cars, parks, excellent water 
system and fine museum t a 
thoroughly well-equipped and modern 
city. One of its attractions is the ruins 
of the old monastery, the foundations 
of which were laid in the year 610. Its 
old * draws students from all 
parts of the world; who come to pore 
over the ancient tomes. The reason 
why the United States establishes its 
Consul at St. Gaul instead of the cap- 


ital or some one of the larger cities, 
he explained, is because St. ul ex- 
ports twice as many goods to the 


United States as either Geneva or Zu- 
rich, the two largest cities of Switz- 
erland. She exports $6,000,000 annually 
l embroideries and intricate hand- 
work. Speaking of Swiss politics, he 
explained that Switzerland consists of 
twenty-two cantons, thirteen of which 
are divided into two parts, each ft 
controlling its own affairs. The gov- 
ernment permits the application of the 
principles of self-government so far as 
possible. These divided cartons are 
not allowed two Senators, as are the 
vudivided cantons. The representatives 
in the lower house consist of 150 mem- 
bers and the President of the Swiss 
confederation is simply the presiding 
officer of the Executive Council, who 
receives a salary of about $2000 a year. 
Mr. Richman described the way in 
which the referendum operates and de- 
scribed an election in one of the can- 
tons. The population of Switzerland 
is about 3,000,000, of which 71 per cent. 
are Germans, 21 per cent. French and 
5 per cent. Italians, with a scattering 
of old Latin. The three traits of the 
social relations of the Swiss, he sald. 
were suspicion, curiosity and a taste 
for gossip. The women gossip over 
their coffee and the men over their 
beer. The dairies and embroidery in- 
dustry are the sources of revenue of 
the people of St. Gaul. Extreme frugal- 
ity is the secret of their prosperity, for 
thrift and comfort is seen on all sides.
